Representing its share of liquor 
license fees for an eight-month 
period, from January 1, 1949 to 
August 31, 1949. Palm Springs 
will receive $10.858.76 from the 
state according to announcement 
by W illiam Boneili of the state 
board of equalization. 
The allocation was made under 
a 
new 
system 
of 
accounting 
adopted this year. Next April’s 
allotm ent to the city will in ­ 
clude earnings from September, 
1949 to February 28, 1950. 
The Palm Springs allotment 
w as second highest in the county. 
Riverside city receiving $15.864.70 
as its share of the state alloca­ 
tion. In all. $79.604.43 went to 
Riverside county and cities. $24,­ 
340.34 going to the county' for li­ 
censes in unincorporated areas.

that these facts 
all 
lead to a 
great deal of legislation nation­ 
ally thereby keeping California 
house and senate members "on 
the ball" constantly. In addition, 
he said, the w ar left California 
cities with a great m any prob­ 
lems not found in other states 
in that without exception the 
metropolitan centers on the west 
coast have all taken a terrific 
jum p in population due to for­ 
mer eastern GIs 
and

The others are routine legislative 
matters. There is little or no opposition to any of the la t­ 
ter group except No. 11 relative to term s of legislators 
and judges which has no supporters because it is defec­ 
tively drawn. 
So, on propositions 4, 5, 6, 7. 8, 9, and 10, a 
yesit 
vote is recommended without much question, while a “no ’ 
vote is recommended on number 11, Let's take a separate 
look a t numbers 1, 2, 3, and 12. 


NUMBER 1 —$250,000,000 State school bond issue— 
The funds derived from these bonds will be turned over 
to school districts throughout the state as grants or loans 
for buying land and erecting new school buildings. Makes 
it possible for districts to have adequate school facilities 
which could not finance their own. Limits amount th a t 
can be spent to $50,000,000 on approval of the measure and 
not over $5,000,000 a month thereafter. This bond issue 
is part of a long range program developed by the state 
legislature to provide school housing for all children in 
California. Districts must pay back at least a portion of 
funds received from the state—but opponents predict the 
state will get little back. Safeguards are set up, however, 
to prevent unwarranted use of the money, a “yes” vote 
is recommended.

There is also the m atter of service. 
Most merchants stand back of the prod­ 


ucts they sell: in m any cases such as 
appliances there is the m a tte r of mainten­ 
ance. There is a very defínate advantage 
of buying from local firms in these cases. 
Even when purchased at a discount else­ 
where. the cost can be m uch more in the 
long run with the cost of correcting un­ 
satisfactory performance. 
In addition to these direct benefits 
every single purchase m ade here— large 
or small—benefits the buyer indirectly. 
It may be the job of some member of the 
family that is maintained only through 
the prosperity of the firm by whom he 
—or she— is employed. T here are dozens 
of indirect benefits that are derived from 
keeping your money right here in the 
community. 
A prosperous community makes life 
more pleasant for everyone. And it is in­ 
teresting to know that no m atter what 
economic conditions m ight be generally 
there is still an opportunity to make Palm 
Springs prosperous. It is up to each in­ 
dividual—all must join in the movement 
to make it effective. 
Remember this the next time you have 
something to buy—Give th e matter a lit­ 
tle serious thought and you ’ll likely agree

The Tarwater Issue

There isn't any reason th at we know 
of why Floyd Gilmore should be removed 
as chairman of the board of supervisors. 
He is an experienced, conscientious su­ 
pervisor; and he has demonstrated during 
the past few months that he has the ju­ 
dicious tem perament which is so desirable 
in a chairman. He has proved a calm 
check to rash words and impetuous ac­ 
tion. 
Now he's threatened with removal be­ 
cause he is unwilling to appoint Urban 
Tarwater of Murrieta to the County Plan­ 
ning commission. 
There's ample justification for his 
stand. Not only does Tarw ater have no 
particular qualifications for the post: he's 
not even interested in the subject. H e’s a 
sincere but confused opponent of all plan­ 
ning. 
But his qualifications are really beside 
the point. Even if he were the most 
logical selection, the chairman shouldn't 
be forced to appoint him. That shouldn't 
be made the price of staying in office. 
Of course there's a background to this 
clash over the Tarw ater appointment. For 
a number of months Chairman Gilmore 
has been opposed by Supervisors Hill, 
Slape and Jones on most major issues. It 
may be that this majority group feels that 
one" of its num ber should head the board. 
If this is the case, they should say so. 
Since Supervisor Hill has several times 
refused nomination for the chairmanship, 
they would presumably have to give the 
chairmanship to a freshman supervisor, 
either Slape or Jones. But regardless of 
whom they m ay have in mind, we w e no 
reason for replacing Gilmore and we see 
no gain for the county in a change. 
If some of the supervisors feel other­ 
wise. they should be candid about it. They 
shouldn't sit around waiting for an in­ 
cident, like the Tarw ater appointment, 
which they can use as an excuse for a 
long-planned change. If they w ant a new 


chairman, they should m ake their pro­ 
posal and give their reasons. 
The T arw ater appointm ent is another 
question. The law makes it Gilmore's re­ 
sponsibility to name planning commis­ 
sioners: he should be entitled to exercise 
this responsibility w ithout having the 
threat of removal held over his head. 


Cooperation is Needed 


The sign ordinance th a t was passed 
by the council to keep the natural beauty 
of Palm Springs from being marred by 
large, unatractive signs is one of those 
laws which it is impossible to keep from 
working a hardship on someone. There 
must always be certain exceptions in in­ 
dividual cases. 
The council recognized this and set up 
a Sign Variance board. It is an adminis­ 
trative body with power to act. It passes 
on all applications for variances of the 
sign ordinance. The chairm an is Herbert 
Burns and the other members are Stanley 
Rosin. Merrill Crocket. Reed Hubbel and 
Arch Noble. They are contributing their 
time in this effort to keep the city beau­ 
tiful—and still recognize hardship cases. 
It is a difficult task and their services 
should be appreciated. 
A few firms have made it difficult by 
putting up signs that are in violation of 
the city ordinance—and thus compelling 
the city to take legal action against them. 
Such defiance causes unpleasantness all 
the way around and is unfortunate. Sev­ 
eral citations will be issued soon, we are 
informed. 
This ordinance has been one of the 
most controversial on the city’s books. 
It is difficult to tell a business man the 
size and location of a sign he is permitted 
to erect. Yet it should be recognized by 
everyone th a t there is no other way to 
prevent the ruination of this attractive 
community with unsightly signs. These 
board members who are trying to ad- 
minster this difficult ordinance fairly and 
carry out the intentions of the city coun­ 
cil are deserving of the 
community’s 
gratitude and the m erchants' cooperation.

ure (No. 4) th a t the voters approved a year ago and sets 
up new pension plan— 
This w riter recommended a "no” vote on Prop. 4 a 
year ago and favors its repeal. The new plan retains the 
present level of $75 a month for aged and $85 for blind 
but provides th a t amounts can be changed by the state 
legislature. It also places some limitation on those who 
can qualify, going ba^k to the plan in effect up to a year 
ago. Opposition is based to a large extent on the counties 
having to contribute a share of the cost as they did prior 
to the adoption of the present plan. Leading the opposi­ 
tion, Geo. H. McLain says “don’t be misled by propaganda 
in the newspapers into voting against your own interests.” 
The fact is th at there is too much pension politics in Cali­ 
fornia. Readers can find a lot of information on this 
pension plan and are urged to give it some study. This 
column recommends a "YES” vote. 
Note: A "YES” vote repeals the pension plan set up 
by old Prop. 4; a "NO” vote retains the existing pension 
program. 


NUMBER 3— Increase the pay of our state legislators 
from S100 a month to S300, and limits the legislative ses­ 
sions to 120 days. 
Our legislators are underpaid. This measure not only 
provides a m ore adequate salary for the lawmakers but 
sets up other needed reforms th a t improve the general 
conduct of the sessions and tighten up on interim commit­ 
tee work. The amendm ent is receiving general support 
throughout the state and a "YES” vote is recommended. 


NUMBER 12—Daylight saving time in California from last 
Sunday in April to last Sunday in September. 
Daylight Savings was voted down by the people in 
1930 and again in 1940— and the State legislature has 
turned it down five times. It’s up to the people again. It 
is a m atter of personal habit w hether a person likes an 
hour more daylight in the summer. In Palm Springs most 
of us are glad to see the sun go down onthose hot summer 
afternoons. The railroads and radio stations don’t like to 
change their schedules—and the theaters say it hurts their 
business. This is a m atter which every voter should easily 
determine for himself—or herself. No recommendation is 
made.
